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w INTRODUCTION, 


In presenting the famous Indian chiefs of the world, together with their squaws and representatives of forty-two tribes of 
North American Indians. the Indian Congress and Village Company has accomplished a feat that a few years hence would be 
impossible of achievement owing to the fact that this people is fast disappearing and will soon be but a memory of the past 

While here at the Indian Congress and on exhibition at the Indian Village, they will live in their primitive way, in tepees. 
wickiups, and adobe houses, and afford the public a rare opportunity for the study of their traits and characteristics; their habits, 
sports and pastimes; their rites, ceremonies and dances: Their methods of warfare will be demonstrated in the sham battles 
in which will be displayed all Sf that cnnning for which they have always been noted, and will introduce also burnings at the 
stake, the scalpings, the mutilation of the dead, the mocking and torturing of prisoners by the squaws, and in fact all of the 
habits and customs of these still savage denizens of the plains. ‘The Indians enter into these demonstrations with spirit, and 
enjoy them as much as do the spectators. 

Theie domestic and industrial life is represented by the curing of meat, the preparation of meal, the splitting of wood, the 
setting up of the tepecs. The squaws do all these besides the ornamental work such as beacing, making of moccasins, pottery 
anc clothing; the weaving of blankets and the making of baskets, and adding to the personal adornment of their lords while 
these sit around, talk, smoke, and paint their faces and bodies for the dance or battle. 

Those okt heriditary foes, the ‘and Cheyennes; the Crows and Blackfeet, will be brought together here oa neutral 
round, and to judge by the visitings and expressions of good will at parting, a friendly fecling is engendered by the intercourse: 

‘The Apaches are here with theit famous chief Geronimo (U.S. prisoner of war) he appearing by special permission of the 
U.S. Government at the head of their delegation. Chitto Harjo or Crazy Snake with his band of fighting Creeks who but as 
recently as February of the present year was in open revolt against the United States authorities and pursued by government 
troops, captured and sentenced to 8 years and $250.00 fine, appears under the same conditions upon which the government 
permitted Geronimo to leave she reservation, where he has been a prisoner of war for so many years. 

“To sce those representatives of an almost extinct race strutting around with all of the dignity that is an inherent quality of 
the Indian that has gained for him the sobriquet of the “Noble Ked Man," forms many contrasting pictures and creates many & 
Je as their long head dresses of fathers sweep the ground; savage as to war paint and costume but peaceably, calen and 


pleasant in their own jar, stoicat way.

THE BUFFALO DANCE. 

‘The Buffalo dance isa pleasure dance ond always hegins in the morning 
and lasts all day. The ground is made clean ina circle large enough to dance 
‘av, and in the centre a fire is built and a fork is dewen in the ground on each 
side, and a pote is placed across the fire east anct west, On-each site of the 
Gre is a large brass kettle hanging on the pote with Ineminy im it, and when 
‘the dance is merely over te dancers eat the hoininy. slipping their hans 12 
the kettles. The sin ted deer bye 
sretehed on poles. 

They do nt use the same step in the dance but gallop like bulfaloes 
and Wellow like them, algn have horns on their hends and ncenstonly book at 
each other, The dance is uuually given deire the bepinning of close or

THE FAMOUS WAR DANCE. 
The war dance Is always given in the daytime usually belore the st 

ing of war party. and often i Uaies of pence. It is 4 very heautiful

GROS VENTRES. 

The tribe of the Gros Veniecs called 
the Gros Veutres of the Prairies came 
from British Culaunbia in #43 10 the coun 
ry where the reservation now is.

with the tribe of Gras Ventres at Fort 
Berthold igeney, North Dakota, who ure 
known by someas Minatarees, or “People 
of the Willows," and who have always 
lived im ibis country either with the Crows,

THE KIOWA:

‘They har the reputation of 
Licing the most rapacious, cruel, and 
treacherous. of all the Indians of the 
plrins, and hal a great deal of influence

Their earliest attempts were lame, 
discouraging, and even pathetic; but 
ir lanuls ave poor, not adapted to age 
culture, rainfall uncertain anc their crops 
often a fiilure, they have still made no 
‘mall progress toward self support, 39 
many well fenced and cultivated Gehls 
Indheate to day.
